1. This action is responsive to the request for continued examination filed on June 
24, 2008. Claims 1, 3 and 5-14 are amended. Claims 15-16 are added. Claims 1-16 are 
pending. Claims 1-16 represent secure management protocol. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts in record fail to teach "a switch managed appliance is one that 
communicatively couples to the network to couple the workstation to a selected one of 
plural devices connected to the switch managed device so the workstation can control 
processing by the selected one of the plural devices, and the necessary link between 
the login/authentication function and the SNMP switch control over the same TCP port 
number".
